INSPECTION, CONTROL OF ARMY TASKS TO BE INTENSIFIED 
Hanoi QUAN DOI NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 7 Apr 80 pp 1, 4 
{[Editorial: “Increase Effectiveness of Inepection and Control") 


[Text] Inepection and control play a very important role. President Ho 
Chi Minh said: “To provide good leadership, we must carry out three taske: 
set forth correct lines and policies, organize satisfactory implementation 
of policies and exercise regular, prompt and comprehensive control over 
the execution of lines and policies. These three tasks are closely 
related and each of them plays an important role of its own... Only by 
carrying out regular and prompt control can we know whether organization 
and im lementation are correct or erroneous, satisfactory or defective... 
Inspection is aimed at following and examining the way plans, directives 
and policies have been carried out, enabling the high levels to understand 
the local situation and the state of the low levels and simultaneously 
helping the various localities promptly make corrections should they have 
acted wrongly or slowly..." 


According to the above-mentioned spirit, inspection and control are per- 
formed in the army “to carefully examine the execution of resolutions, 
orders and directives issued by leaders and commanders at the level where 
control is being conducted; to help the low levels do their jobs satis- 
factorily; to enable the high levele to realize the actual situation and 
to insure thorough understanding and strict implementation of these 
directives and orders." 


The inspection and control recently carried out in the army are aimed at 
checking the execution of the people's armed forces’ tasks in the new 
situecion the central one of which is to build up the strength of these 
forces and to increase their combat power and combat readiness. The 
control carried out in several phases has proven more effective and 
resulted in detecting problems, helping unite make corrections on the 
spot, reflecting the situation and reporting it to the Central Military 
Party Committee, the Ministry of National Defense and to party committees 
and unit heads at all levels so as to insure timeliness and accuracy of 
the leadership, guidance and command exercised over units. 











The directive tesued by the Central Military Party Committee under heading: 
"Increase the effectiveness of inspection and control in the army" points 
out: “To idneure thorough understanding and correct execution of the 
political, milicary, combat and building tasks of the armed forces in the 
new otage, inepection and control must play a very important role and must 
be carried out more etrictly and effectively in order to promote leader~ 
ship and command." 


To make the inspection carried out by specialized organs and the control 
exercised by unit heads effective, it is necessary to closely follow the 
central taske of leaders and commanders and pay attention to the require- 
mente placed on them in carrying out inspection and control. With this 
understanding, it has been possible to overcome such shortcomings as the 
habit of superficially controlling numerous cases and affaire and diverse 
aspecte and prolonging the inspection time, the failure to complete control 
over a given area or the practice of dealing merely with cases falling 
within the scope of the legal system... 


The effectiveness of inspection and control must be illustrated by a 
positive contribution to the building of a regular and modern revolu- 
tionary people's army which is absolutely faithful to the fatherland, 
party and people, which has a high degree of combat readiness and which 
can fight well to firmly defend and build the socialist Vietnamese 
fatherland. Along these lines, the specialized agencies which carry out 
inspection and the unit heads who exercise control must closely relate 
the substance of their own activities to the arw's central task of 
increasing combat power and combat readiness, to the large campaign 
[currently] launched »y the pacty Central Committee Secretariat and to 
other directives and orders so as to suitably promote the leadership, 
guidance and command exercised by all levels. 


The performance of inspection and control also requires inspection and 
control cadres to intensively and specifically ponder the present urgent 
problems so as to help increase the overall strength of the army. This 
means that they must earnestly try to completely and exactly understand 
the living, fighting and working conditions and overall activities of our 
cadres and combatants; to realize the objective and subjective circum 
stances and the reasons for satisfactory and unsatisfactory jobs; and to 
acquire a profound knowledge of human beings and their organization, 
technical equipment, tactics and the working capacities of cadres and 
combatants... A deep understanding and knowledge of these realities will 
serve as a basis for setting forth appropriate measures and effective 
working methods, thereby contributing to developing positive factors, to 
eliminating negative and weak points, to changing the situation and to 
increasing the overall strength of units... 


Though inspection is the task of a specialized organ, it must not be 
entirely entrusted to this agency by leading and commanding cadres at all 
levels. The Central Military Party Committee has pointed out: “Along 








with the inepection carried out at all levels, unit heads at all echelons 
must apply the control eystem according to provisions contained in 
orders... For thie reason, they must seek the assistance of the subordi- 
nate organs, especially the inspection organ...and must really guide it." 
Only by fully realizing that control ie the duty of leaders and commanders 
can one really and firmly grasp the task of commanding, managing and 
educating troops. 


To be able to carry out control satisfactorily, unit heads at all levels 
must closely guide inspection organs and appropriately and effectively 
use their function and responsibilities. Inspection and control must be 
intensified concerning the works to be done within units, especially the 
major and central tasks. The importance attached to control must also be 
manifested in the strict implementation of the system of periodic controls 
according to regulations and to the provisions of action plans. The con- 
trol performed on each job must be followed by clear-cut conclusions and 
by specific measures and solutions with the objeetive of insuring strict 
implementation of the orders, directives and resolutions of the high levels 
and achieving concentrated and uniform leadership and command. 


To carry out inspection and control satisfactorily and to increase their 
effectiveness is to make a positive and important contribution to the task 
of heightening the combat power of the army, thereby enabling it to suc- 
cesefully carry out all the missions entrusted.

SUPPLY SECTOR CRACKS DOWN ON CORRUPTION

[Article by Nguyen Thanh, vice minister of supply: “The Supply Sector Is 
Determined To Overcome Pilfering, Bribery and Intimidation of the Masses" _/ 


[ Text_] Due to the objective requirements of the division of social labor, 
the supply sector undertakes a vital part of the process of building the 
material-technical bases of socialism: providing exclusive management of the 
flow of technical supplies of the national economy. Each year, through the 
activities of the sector, an important quantity of production supplies of 

a very large value is received, stored, transported and supplied to meet the 
needs of production, the national defense system and everyday life in all 
regions of the country. Supply and marketing activities have become 
increasingly widespread and are of a distinct social natures the system of 
supply organization; encompasses practically all sectors and levels, from 

the central level to the local and installation levels. The efficiency of 
supply operations is directly and clearly reflected in the rate of increase 

in the scale and quality of production, of national defense and security 
capabilities and of the level of stability and support of the everyday lives 
of the people. On this basis, it can be concluded: the level of economic 
organization and management of supplies, the qualities of the corps of party 
members, cadres, manual workers and laborers and the results of the struggle 
against negative phenomena are not only related to the development anc progress 
of the sector itself, but also related to and heavily influenced by socialist 
construction and the protection of the socialist fatherland. For this reason, 
the supply sector is considered to be a key sector in the campaign against 
negative phenomena, especially pilfering, bribery and intimidation of the 
masses, 


In order to achieve the objectives and meet the requirements of the campaign 
against negative phenomena, the resolution of the Party Coordination and 
Operations Section of the Ministry of Supply, on the basis of the actual 
conditions of the sector, set forth five measures and one specific plan for 
the 2 years 1960-1981; the resolution established targets for each year and 








the jobs that must be completed by agencies and units during each period of 
time during the year, 


1. Educating and mobilising the masses: the objective is to give everyone 

a@ thorough and full understanding of the pressing significance and natuve of 
the struggle against pilfering, bribery and intimidation of the masses, thereby 
establishing unanimity frou top to bottom, from within the party to among 

the masses, On this basis, it is necessary to establish everyune's 
responsibility and obligation in the struggle, the responsibility and obligation 
to take it upon oneself to not commit violations nor tolerate or protect 
those who do. It is necessary to organise the study of the directives and 
resolutions o1 the party and state and organize political activity drives for 
the purpose of providing education within the party and educating all cadres, 
manual workers and laborers. Every agency and unit must draw up a report 

on the situation surrounding the campaign against negative phenomena and 

have all cadres, manual workers and laborers participate in discussing this 
situation in order to tap the spirit of ownership and the sense of 
responsibility of each person. 


2. Improving and strengthening management: in the final analysis, the 
negative phenomena that have arisen and developed within the sector are 


due to causes related to the organization of management. However, improving 
the organization of the management of supply operations is a major under- 
taking, one that must be carried out by the entire sector over a long period 
of time. For the immediate future, we have established several pressing 
areas in which improvements and reorganization are needed: 


On the basis of the official decision of the Council of Ministers concerning 
the new organizational structure of the sector, we must give everyone a 
clear understanding of the system, gain their support of it and cause then 
to join forces in a determined effort to implement it so that the new 
organizational system has an impact and yields higher economic returns and 
so that we can complete the drafting of the supply statutes on the various 
levels. 


--In conjunction with intensifying the creation of sources of goods and 
constantly improving supply capabilities, we must continue the effort to 
complete the policies, regulations and rules on the management of supplies 
and demand and compel everyone to fully comply with them. The regulations on 
record keeping, invoices, the taking of inventory, payments, the liquidation 
of assets, commodities and so forth must be correctly implemented. The 
holding of supplies, assets or capital that are not recorded in books is 
strictly prohibited. 


We must tightly manage cadres and personnel, show concern for training them 
in every area and make proper assignments of cadres and personnel to positions 
in which they directly handle money or goods, such as warehouse custodians, 
cashiers, security guards, drivers am so forth, in a determined effort to 
remove from these jobs persons who have the bad habits of stealing and taking 
bribes. 





3}. Promptly and strictly dealing with violations: in the struggle against 
negative phenomena, any person who commits the crimes of theft, bribery 

or intimidation of the masses must be dealt with in a clear and strict manner; 
we must be determined to remove from positions of responsibility persons who 
abuse their authority by stealing, taking bribes and intimidating the masses, 
In cases requiring prosecution undex the law, internal administrative action 
must be immediately ‘taken while waiting for the completion of legal proceedings. 
In cases in which conclusions have been reached, rapid, thorough steps must 
be taken to prevent the situation in question from continuing. The ministry 
agency and the verious installations must adopt plans for quickly acting upon 
complaints filed by the masses, especially cases that have not been acted upon 
for a long time. In the prosecution of crimes, attention must be given to 
cases that cause m jor losses of property to the state; at the same time, 
importance must be attached to cases involving distribution policy (essential 
needs, housing and so forth) and those closely related to the interests of 
the masses. 


4, Strengthening the role of the party organization and the mass 
organizations at the installations and strengthening the corps of cadres and 
party members, primarily key cadres: upholding the leadership role of the 
party at installations is the measure of foremost importance. All basic 
party organizations have the responsibility of closely managing party members 
in terms of their thinking, work and activities and the responsibility of 
teaching and tapping the spirit of struggle of party members; determined 
steps must be taken to strictly deal with and promptly expel from the party 
members who do not meet all standards. 


The Coordination and Operations Section must closely coordinate with the 
provincial and municipal party committees in order to strengthen the 
organizations of the party and strengthen the corps of party members at 
installations, especially t..rough the issuance of party membership cards. 


The Trade Union and the Youth Union have 4 very important role and impact in 
mobilizing, teaching and organizing the masses to participate in the struggle 
against negative phenomena. 


Strengthening and reorganizing the corps of management cadres on the various 
levels (including agency managers, unit managers, party committee secretaries 
and Trade Union secretaries) are pressing matters that must be considered in 
order to insure the success of the struggle against negative |; .enomena, 


5. Showing concerning for the daily lives of cadres, manual workers and civil 
servants is an important measure to which light attention cannot be given, 

We must fully assess the situation surrounding the daily lives of cadres, 
manual workers and laborers and organize production and the improvement of 
living conditions by the masses themselves in accordance with the specific 
conditions and circumstances at each place. Attention must be given to 

fully and correctly implementing the various regulations and policies on wages, 











bonuses and collective welfare; concern must be shown for the eating and 
living facilities of manual workers and civil servants; the distribution of 
grain, food products and consumer goods must be full and fair,..; and an 
effort must be made to improve the spiritual and cultural lives of the masses 
with a view toward making every aspect of the duily lives of the masses 
incseasingly stable and creating the material conditions needed for the 
masses to feel secure, feel enthusiastic and actively participate in the 


campalgi. 


One oi the specific objectives--and a prerequisite--in insuring the success 
of the campaign against negative phenomena is to insure that no party 
member or cadre in a management position, from cadres in charge of stores, 
stations, units and so forth upward commit the crimes of stealing, accepting 
brit.s or intimidating the masses in 1980. A movement will be launched 
throughout the entire sector, a movement of individual effort through 
positive, specific measures to not commit the crimes mentioned above from 
1980 onward. 


The Party Coordination and Operations Section and the leadership of the 
ministry have decided to make ‘ tely stopping and completely eliminating 
bribery and conspiracy of eve: form in the process of supplying technical 
materials the spearhead of th “irst attack, thereby providing momentum for 
initiating the campaign gains. .gative phenonena. 


This selection was primarily based on the characteristics of the sector. 
Supply operations involve the flow of the instruments of production, which is 
a special form of the flow of commodities. Simply stated, the supply sector 
is a sector that primarily supports production and consumer units. These 
units have the right to demand that the supply sector provide them with the 
supplies required by their norms without requiring them to meet any conditions 
except for those contained within regulations and policies, The supply 
sector has the obligation of meeting this demand. This relationship is 
totally natural and fair and is truly in the nature of a principle. However, 


bribery and conspiracy undermine this principle, lead to very many 
disruptive relations and cause distrust, misunderstanding and many other 


adverse consequences. They reduce the sector's prestige and impact vis-a-vis 
society. Therefore, we must soon eradicate them from supply operations. 


Under the socialist system, technicai supplies are under national ownership 
and are distributed by the state on behalf of the people. All supply 
installations are state-operated and every means of support (transportation 
equipment, cargo handling equipment and so forth) is under public ownership. 
There is no free circulation of supplies, no free competition, no speculation 
in or hoarding of supplies. Therefore, it can be stated that bribery in 
supply operations is a phenomenon that is foreign to the nature of socialisn, 


In supply operations, bribery begins as early as the distribution process. 
Bribery is practiced in order to have norms recorded on the distribution of 





oupplies, equipment, seans and so forth in quantities that far exceed the 
task or the quantities of other unite and localities or be distributed supplies, 
equipment, means and so farth of better quality or specifiocati

As regards customers, due to the attitude and 
of wanting to receive many, high quality supplies quickly, they “take 
initiative” and look for ways to make bribes; more than a few persons 
used the money received in bribes for illegitimate purposes, there 
additional problems for society. 
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There are also underlying causes originating in the system o. one echelon 
overlapping another in the distribution of supplies, the workstyle of 
bureaucracy, remoteness from production and remoteness from ty, the 
poorly defined system of responsibility in each element and for each person, 
lax discipline and superficial inspections and control. 


As @ result, to thorougi.ly eradicate bribery, it is necessary to establish 
close coordination between the supply sector and the other ministries ani 
sectors, including those sectors that distribute supplies to production, 
consumer, and transportation sectors. However, in the immediate future, 
within the scope of their duties and authority, the leaders of our ministry 
have issued a ciroular to the various supply agencies and units instructing 
them to strictly adhere to the following points: 


They must guide their customers in completing all the necessary procedures 
for the allocation, receiving and transportation of supplies and create every 
condition possible for customers to take delivery of supplies in a smooth, 
rapid ani systematic manner. 


Outside the receiving and supply principles and procedures of the state and 
the ministry, units are not permitted to establish any regulations contrary 
to these principles and procedures or create difficulties and obstacles for 
customers. The cadres and personnel of the unit absolutely may not receive 
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any commission, gift or so forth that is in the nature of a tribe from or

However, in implementing the party’ line, along with a 
contractual relationship and with uniformity between the 
central and local economies, we frequently encounter much 


separation and even opposition between the two aspects of 
management . 


The statement by Le Duan will help us unify ou understanding 
in a profound way concerning the close organic relationship 
between the central and local economies and, from this, we 


can concretely solve the organization and management 
problems: 


"The central and local economies are the two ects of one 
unified economic structure. All installations directly 
subordinate to the central echelon are located in a specific 
locality and, because of this, they have certain economic 
relationships with the local economy. Conversely, the 
economic installations directly subordinate to the 
localities are in some sector and are closely related to 
the economic installations directly subordinate to the 
central echelon and together they form countrywide unified 
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economic-technical sectors.The local economy belongs to 
both the locality and the entire country; it is built and 
managed by both the central echelon and the locality based 
on a rational division of labor and decentralization." 


The management responsibilities of the localities extend 
beyond the installations that they manage and include the 
installations directly subordinate to the central echelon 
that are located in their area. 


Conversely, when talking about the economy managed by the 
central echelon, we must not restrict things to just the 
installations directly subordinate to the ministries and 
general d tments but must also look at the installations 
that are directly subordinate to the localities but that are 
in economic and technical sectors for which the ministries 
and general departments have all-sector management 
responsibility. The ministries and general departments must 
not give attention only to the local installations that 

are subordinate to the economic and technical sectors that 
they manage; they are also r ible for the local econony 
in general because the well-being of the local econony always 
requires a = ~~ level of satisfaction concerning cval, 
electricity, iron, steel, machinery, parts, fertilizer, 
chemicals, building materials and so on. 





Going deeper into the contents of industrial management, every 
enterprise, regardless of whether it is directly subordinate 
to the central echelon or a locality, must accept the 
management of the state concerning all aspects and several 
main aspects such as the following can be temporarily shared: 


First, administrative and economic management, mainly 
fulfilling the planned norms and enforcing the regulations, 
policies and procedures of the state concerning enterprise 
management . 


Second, management concerning business enterprise production, 
mainly based on the planned norms and regulations of the 
State in order to determine the production, technical and 
financial plans of the enterprises, organize things to 
implement these plans and ensure that business operations 


earn a profit in accord with the principles of economic 
accounting. 


Third, management concerning the material and political lives 
and cultural thinking of the cadres and workers (including 
party and mass activities and emulation movements in the 
enterprises). 
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The above aspects are closely related to each othe, 
especially administrative-economic management and 
production-business enterprise management, 


Concern administrative-economic management, the government 
and the ministries and general d tments are responsible 
for studying things and promulgat unified management 
policies and procedures throughout the country or in each 
economic and technical sector and for organizing and 
inspecting their implementation for all the enterprises in 
the country. The localities also have specific responsibili- 
ties in studying thiags and making proposals or concretizing 
the management policies and procedures in a specific sphere. 
But, the main function of the localities in this sphere is to 
organize, inspect and supervise the implementation of the 
management policies and procedures in the local enterprises 
and to irspect and supervise their implementation in the 
central echelon enterprises located in the localities. 


In the sphere of production and business enterprise management, 
the relationship between the central echelon and the 
localities is more complex. Concerning this aspect, above 
all, one principle that must be stressed is that the 
responsibilities and the right of independence of the enter- 
prises ar? production-business enterprise federations must be 
upheld in accord with the formulas of economic accounting. 
The ministries, general departments, local people's 
committees and provincial and district industrial services 

and bureaus are responsible for carrying out their 
administrative-economic management functions -- they are 

not economic accounting agencies. For a long time now, the 
ministries, general departments and local administrative 
agencies have been involved in solving many problems in 

the production and business enterprise sphere but because 

they are not economic accounting agencies, they do not bear 

a direct material responsibility for the economic results. 

At the same time, the administrative and economic management 
functions have very important and complex contents and, 
therefore, things are loose, planning is weak and slow, many 
management policies and procedures are outdated or they contain 
loopholes thatcannot be promptly corrected or supplemented and 
organizing things to carry out, inspect and supervise the 
implementation of the management policies and procedures 

is slighted and this gradually leads to a situation in which 
things are done in an arbitrary manner and discipline i; 
loose. This is one important reason for the long administra- 
tive and supply management methods; it has given rise to 
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bureaucratic centralism, a large apparatus and restrictive 
procedures and led to dispersion, arbitrariness, loose 
discipline, a lack of planning, an unwillingness to 

be responsible for the economic results and an unclear 
systemof responsibilities, 





Thus, —— — organization must be rearranged based on 
making decisions and satsifactorily coordinating the 
administrative-economic management functions with the 
production-business enterprise functions, 


In orderto allow the ministries and various echelon 
administrative agencies to concentrate on satisfactorily 
carrying out their administrative-economic management 
functions, along with increasing the independence of the 
installations in production and business activities, 
federated production-business enterprise organizations must 
be built in each specific economic-technical sector; they must 
operate in accord with economic accounting principles and be 
organized in the form of enterprise federations, corporations 
or federated enterprises. (In the agricultural spheres that 
are closely related to industry, the key problem concerning 
the organization of management is to turn the district into 
a basic economic level that is composed of many production 
and business enterprise organizations with independent 
accounting that are linked to each other and form an 
agro-industrial structure, as clearly analyzed by Le Duan 

in his statement.) The federated production enterprises must 
be independent in production and business operations and, at 
the same time, they must take full responsibility for the 
production and business results of all the installations 

in their federated orgai.ization. Based on this spirit, the 
management policies and procedures that have for a long time 
been an obstacle to manifesting the active and independent 
nature, the ownership rights and the spirit of responsibility 
of the production and business enterprise organizations must 
be improved. 


Although they have been given much independence in 
production and business activities, the production and 
business enterprise organizations still have to accept the 
guidance of the state concerning expansion plans. The state 
will continueto transmit planned norms and regulations, 
although the number of norms will be fewer than before (they 
will mainly include norms concerning obligations to the state 
and norms concerning the state — * the material 
conditions necessary for fulfilling these obligations). This 
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is an administrative-economic management iunction of the state 
for the production and business activities of the economic 
organizations. 


When establishing federated production and business enterprise 
organizations, what are the management responsibilities of 
the central echelon and of the localities? 





Production federations that have an all-country scale or 

whose scale of operations includes many provinces and 
municipalities must naturally be managed directly by the 
central echelon. However, there are also state, collective 
and individually-operated production installations subordinate 
to the same economic-technical sector that are managed by the 
localities. The production units that are managed by thx 

local itias must have a close relationship with the same-sector 
production federations, especially concerning plans, the 
division of labor in producing products, research on the 
application of technical advances, the supplying of a number 
of types of machines, parts and materials, cadre and worker 
training and so on. This relationship is necessary for the 
ee of the production units and must be implemented 

us ing 


suitable forms (such as product groups, industrial 
federations and so on). 


Because of this, the legal planned norms of the local 
enterprises must, regardless of whether they have been 
approved and transmitted by the local administrative agencies, 
be uniformly discussed with the central management sectors. 
Conversely, the plans of the central echelon enterprises must 
have the input of the provincial and municipal people's 
committees in the places where they are located and, on a 
number of fronts, they must have the agreement of the 
localities, such as for plans concerning supplying laborers 
and materials at the locality, the construction of housing and 


welfare bases for the enterprise cadres and workers and so 
on. 


Concerning managing the living conditions, the revolutionary 
movements of the masses, party work and the activities of 
te masses, both the central echelon and the localities have 
responsibilities; however, it is the localities that are 


directly in charge of these management activities for all the 
enterprises in their area. 





The analysis of the various aspects of management for the 
enterprises as presented above is only a brief outline and 
studies to concretize things must continue. But from this, 





it can be concluded that every enterprise must accept the 
management of the central echelon and the localities because 
the national economy must be a unified body and the 
economic-technical sectors must form a unified system 
throughout the country. Distinguishing between central and 
local enterprises is cone in order to determine whether the 
main responsibilities belong to the central echelon or the 
localities on each management front. 


If this relationship is to be clearly understood, the 
management of the central echelon and localities must be 
closely unified. But in reality, in decentralizing enterprise 
management at present, there are frequently disputes and 
conflicts and there is an attitude of giving different 
treatment to those enterprises that are directly subordinate 
and those that are not. In general, the ministries and 
general departments give little attention to the enterprises 
that are in the same sector but that are managed by the 
localities or by other ministries or general departments. 
Conversely, the localities, especially the places with raw 
agricultural materials such as tobacco, tea, coconut, 
Sugarcane and so on, want to build thei. own enterprises 

and produce finished products by themselves; they do not 

want to supply raw materials to the central echelon 
enterprises even if the central echelon enterprises have extra 
capacity, the quality of the products produced by the central 
enterprises is higher and they make greater use of the raw 
materials. For example, with the same amount of coconut oil, 
a central echelon enterprise can produce two to three times 
as much sOap as a provincial enterprise and this is without 
mentioning the glycerin recovered in order to make toothpaste 
and thatis used in the drug industry. 


There aremany reasons for this, among ‘hich is the policy 
problem. But, concerning organization and management, the main 
causes are: 


The formation of federated production organizations according 
to the economic-tec.:nical sector has been done slowly. 
Several organizations have been formed but they do not carry 
out their functions correctly and they have not fully 

become economic accounting units. 


The contents and the specific responsibilities of each sector 
and each echelon have not been clarified for each aspect of 
management. 
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In an enterprise management system, responsibilities and 
rights must go hand in hand with each other but special 
as ivileses and rights that lead to localism, tialism 
and particularism must be avoided. We have eliminated the 
distinction between central and local enterprises concerning 
budget revenues. We must continue to rationally solve[ the 
probleas] concerning the receipt of psofits between 
agricultural production and the agricultural products 
processing industry. “oncerning production management, there 
are still many loopholes and irrational aspects. The products 
produced by the local enterprises are usually disposed of by 
the localities and many times they are distributed and used 
in an arbitrary manner and are not used in accord with the 
plans and policicies. This is a shortcoming in management. We 
must rearrange things using a system of tight and unified 
product management. Products uniformly managed by the 
central echelon must, regardless of whether they are produced 
central echelon or local enterprises, be uniformly 
distributed in accord with the state plans andthe localities 
must strictly carry out the plans for delivering products 
tothe central echelon; as for the portion of the products 
distributed to the localities and for the products not 
uniformly managed by the state, tne localities have the right 
to distribute, use and exchange them but this must be done 
in accord with the product consumption procedures stipulated 
by the government in the state enterprise statutes. No one, 
from the enterprise director to the local leadership agency, 
is allowed to take and consume these products outside the 
procedures. 


If things are uniformly understood as above and the short- 
comings mentioned above are overcome, in decentraliz 
management between the central echelon and the localities, 
they will no longer oppose each other but help each other and 
join a closely to create good conditions for the 
production and business enterprise installations, create an 
integrated strength and greatly stimulate the expansion of 
all the industrial sectors, including both central and local 
industry and the central and local economies.

"HANOI RADIO’ REVIEW OF AGRICULTURAL NEWS IN PAST 10 DAYS 
BK311125 Hanoi Domestic Service in Vietnamese 0400 GT 31 May 80 
[Review of agricultural news over the past 10 days) 


{Summary} In the past 10 daye the localities in the north have been con- 
centrating efforts on reaping the Sth-month-sepring rice and making prepara- 
tions for production in the lOth-month crop season. Meanwhile, the southern 
peasants have been intensively traneplanting the eummer-fall rice and cul- 
tivating the lOth-month crops. 


“According to reporte by the General Statistics Department, as of 25 May 
16 northern provinces and cities had reaped rice on approximately 134,000 
hectares of 13.1 percent of the total cultivated area. The provinces that 
have taken the lead in reaping rice are Binh Tri Thien, already covering 
80 percent of its rice area; Nghe Tinh, 28 percent; Vinh Phu, 12 percent; 
and Thanh Hoa and Ha Bac, from 7 to 8 percent.” Thus, the northern pro- 
vinces have reaped the S5th-month-spring rice from 15 to 20 days slower than 
last year. 





"It is noteworthy that the rice plants that were transplanted early have 
produced a low yield with a high percentage of hollow grains because of the 
cold produced by winds when they were forming ears. Moreover, due to pro- 
longed drought, the rice plants transplanted late on about 4,000 hectares 
have either withered or produced a meager yield. Thies figure includes 17,000 
hectares in Nghe Tinh and 11,000 hectares in Binh Tri Thien." 


Last week, due to scorching sunshine, a shortage of water was reported in many 
ricefields where the rice plants were forming ears. This will adversely 
affect the rice yield and is causing difficulties to the sowing of the early 
10th-month rice. 


“Along with reaping the Sth-month rice, the various provinces have also 
reaped corn on 13,000 hectares and sweet potatoes on 27,790 hectares with 
relatively good yields. Thai Binh Province has achieved a sweet potato 
yield of about 60 quintale per hectare; Nghe Tinh, 52 quintale; and Hai 
Hung, over 50 quintale.” 
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in the past 10 days, various localities have aleo made preparations for 
production in the lOth-month crop season and have continued to sow and 
transplant the summer=fall rice. “According to reports by the General 
Statiatice Department, ae of 25 May the northern provinces had finished 
plowing work on 56,306 hectares of seedbeds and had sowed early LOth-month 
rice seed on 6,407 hectares or 31.4 percent of the area covered at the same 
period last year.” In order to have enough LOth-month rice seed for trane- 
planting on echedule, man) localities have formulated plans to intensively 
cultivate seedlings right ft the etart. As of now the agricultural co- 
operatives in Ha Nam Ninh Pruvince have finished loosening the soil on the 
entire seeding area for the LOth-month rice crop. Meanwhile, Ha Tuyen and 
Bac Thai provinces are paying attention to selecting good seeds in an effort 
to —— successes on all three fronte--cultivated area, yield and produc- 
tion volume, 


In the south, rainfall was reported in late May on a large area covering 
many provinces and thie has helped in tranaplenting the summer-fall rice. 
“According to figures released by the General Statiatice Department, ase of 
25 May the southern provinces had transplanted rice on 225,000 hectares, 
covering almost 37 percent of the planned area, with the provinces from 
Thuan Hai south finishing transplanting on 176,000 hectares or 4.4 percent 
of the planned area. An Giang Province has carried out transplanting work 
on 65,000 hectares, fulfilling ite area plan by 100 percent. Quang Nam- 
Danang Province has wound up ite traneplenting season but fulfilled only 

70 percent of the area plan. Nghia Binh Province has fulfilled 60.3 percent 
of ite traneplanting plan and Dong Nei, Tay Ninh, Long An and Hau Giang 
provinces, from 15 to 21 percent of their respective plans. 


“Due to prolonged drought and shortages of fertilizer and other supplies, 

thie year's progress in transplanting the summer~-fall rice has been behind 
achedule and slower than in the same period last year. The best seasonal 

period for transplanting summer-fall rice is going to end soon while there 
remain almost 400,000 hectares to be transplanted, including 336,000 hec- 

tares in the B-2 provinces. At present all localities are overcoming dif- 
ficulties to accelerate transplant ing work in order to avoid upsetting the 
10th-month crop production schedule. 


It is noteworthy that many southern provinces, districts and agricultural 
production collectives have in the past satisfactorily carried out their 
grain obligation to the state. “As of 19 May, in celebration of Uncle Ho's 
birthday, peasants in An Giang Province had turned over to the state 94,000 
tons of grain, fulfilling 90 percent of ite grain obligation quota for the 
10th-month and winter-spring crop seasons. For the winter-spring crop sea- 
son in particular, a total of 69,500 tons of grain have been collected, 
averaging 880 kg per hectare.” 


The southern provinces have also stepped up the cultivation of subsidiary 
food crops. “The B-2 provinces have grown corn on over 30,000 hectares, 
sweet potatoes on over 6,000 hectares and vegetables on over 2,000 hectares. 








It ie worth noting that thie year the area grown to kaoliang has dropped 
sharply ae compared with previous years. Some provinces such as 
An Giang which were used to grow kaoliang in large areas have ¢ 
planted thie crop or planted it only in emall areas." 


As forecast by the meteorological and hydrological sector, it will continue 
to be dry and hot. Therefore, to ineure good production results all locali- 
ties should satisfactorily carry out the following main task: firmly con- 
trol peste and drought for the late 5 ing and early LOth—month 
rice in the north; accelerate the harvest of the Sth-month-epring rice and 
take good care of the l0th-month rice seed already sown; step up efforte 

in the south to finish reaping the winter-epring rice, sow and transplant 
the summer-fall rice and intensively plow lands for transplanting the 10th- 
month rice. 
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ECONOMIC EFFECTIVENESS OF PRODUCTION BY ARMY UNITS STRESSED

{[Editorial: “Economic Effectiveness Ie an Important Concern of Produc- 
tion") 


[Text) Since the beginning of thie year, a relatively good step has been 
taken in the development of the grain and food production movement 
throughout the army. Almost all military regions, corps and equivalent 
levels have held conferences to debate the specialized subject of agri- 
cultural production and to express the determination to successfully 
fulfill the norme set by the h‘gh levels concerning self-sufficiency in 
grain and food. Thanks to the enthusiastic help of various localities 
and sectors concerned, many unite have actively opened new lands, 
reclaimed idle lands, fully used them, stepped up both cultivation and 
animal husbandry and cultivated a large area during the current spring 
agricultural season. 


Generally speaking, the rice and subsidiary food crops cultivated by 
various unite are growing well owing to favorable weather conditions and 
to the efforts made in many areas to carry out sowing and planting on 
schedule and to intensify fertilization. However, it is important to 
raise the problem of taking care of crops since fairly many unite still 
have the tendency to “work for the sole purpose of fulfilling the area 
norm" or to display subjective satisfaction with the initial impetus 
and achievement and then to neglect tasks and entirely entrust them to 
others without really caring for the ultimate effect of production. 

From a realistic point of view, it is necessary to note that our farming 
areas are not very large, that fields and lands are not everywhere 
fertile and suitable for cultivation, that many production areas are 
remote from the units’ encampments and that equipment and material sup- 
plies are still lacking... Along with strengthening the organizational 
and managerial task, the only way to obtain high productivity is to 
exert every effort to carry out intensive cultivation and to strictly 
apply the “an inch of land, an inch of gold" motto; no matter whether 
unite are stationed at the front or in the rear and whether the arable 
areas are large or small and no matter whatever crops are grown,

intensive cultivation must be carried out with the aim of obtaining the 
highest economic effectiveness at the lowest cost. 


Intensive cultivation involves the taking of numerous measures euch as 
transforming fields, solving the water conservancy problem, selecting 
seeds, plowing and fertilizing the soil, carrying out sowing, trane~- 
planting and tending crope on schedule and eo forth. Some taske will be 
protracted=-that is, while working on the current crop, one gust make 
preparations for the subsequent agricultural seasons and yeare~-while 
other etepe and taske must be carried out right away to promote the 
current production period lest the agricultural season should be missed. 
Agricultural production looks eiaple but ie in reality a com lex 
ecientific-technical matter. To bring about good results, even ferti- 
ligation must be timely and suitable to the type of soil and crop and be 
carried out to a reasonable degree; otherwise, it may cause damage. To 
carry out intensive cultivation, one must, therefore, make careful 
reckoninge, apply harmonious and interrelated measures, take gradual 

and firm etepe and especially observe ecientific-technical requiremente 
and resolutely overcome the habit of working unilaterally and disorderly 
and sowing and planting crops without tending and fertilizing them which 
leads to low output, poor quality and, worse still, to the result that 
people do not reap an income commensurate with the work they have done. 


In trying to obtain a high yield from the current spring crop, unite must 
pay immediate attention to solving the fertilizer and water problems-- 
two shortcomings which are affecting many areas--by fully using all 
sources of fertilizer and water, by toning areas to preserve water, by 
cooperating with localities in carrying out medium and large-scale 
mechanized and manual water conservancy or by shifting to the cultiva- 
tion of such plants as kaoliang which can better resist drought in areas 
where the water problem presents too many difficulties. Following 
sowing «nd planting, taking care of crops has a decisive effect; diffi- 
culties must not be a pretext for neglecting to tend and fertilize crops 
if one really considers economic effectiveness to be the highest objective 
of the production task performed by units. 


At present, productive labor--especially grain and food production--is an 
important battleground for our army. Activities on this battleground 
require high efficiency, great result and good quality. By closely lead- 
ing, organizing and commanding cadres and combatants and by developing 
their sense of collective ownership, unites will be able not only to expand 
the cultivated area but also to develop the production movement with an 
in-depth dimension and to apply intensive cultivation with the aim of 
achieving high economic effectiveness and successfully fulfilling the set 
production norms.

AGRARIAN REFORM SHORTCOMINGS IN HO CHI MINH MUNICIPALITY DESCRIBED 
Parise LE MONDE in French 2 May 80 p 7 


[Article: "Vietnam: Errore Have Broken the Agrarian Reform Momentum in 
the South") 


[Text] Five yeare after the installation of a socialist 
regime in South Vietnam, one of the “errors” admitted 
by the Hanoi authorities concerns agrarian reform. 


At Ho Chi Minh City, the word "failure" is not spoken, but it is recognized 
that errore with weighty consequences have been committed, and these are 
laid to the account of inexperience and haste. For the moment, they have 
resulted, in the view of responsible officials, in breaking the momentum 
of the collectivization of agricultural structures. Not without renunci- 
ation, it is now said that “it will take time." 


The administrative agglomeration of Ho Chi Minh City includes, in its 18 
districts, 3.3 million inhabitants, of whom about 1 million live in the 
rural districts surrounding the central city. Of this million persons, 
about half take part in agricultural production, that is, 100,000 peasants 
and their families. The cultivable area amounts to 100,000 hectares, or 
half of the total area of the agglomeration. The socialist regime had 
envisaged that by the end of 1980, two-thirds of this land would be 
collectivized and that 90 percent of the peasants would work there. This 
objective has not been reached. 


Today, less than a third of the cultivable areas are collectivized, and 
less than 40 percent of the peasants work there. The “private” remain 
the most numerous. This collectivization failure has not prevented a 
marked expansion of the cultivated areas and an increase in production. 
Before 1975, according to the figures of the fallen administration, the 
rice-growing area had dropped to 45,000 hectares, and production to less 
than 100,000 tons of paddy (unhulled rice). Today, the rice fields take 
up 80,000 hectares, with rice output reaching 160,000 tons in 1979. 
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The number of pige has increased by more than 60 percent, reaching 163,000 
head. Cattle breeding, on the other hand, ie almost nonexistent, since in 
the 18 districts, there are only 300 cows, 


According to Mr To Dung, assistant director of the Ho Chi Min City agri- 
cultural office, the difficulties have been numerous: “We had to," he 
pointe out, “clear away 500,000 bombs and mines, perhaps 30,000 hectares 
of land where nature had taken over again, dig more than 2,000 kilometers 
of canals, inetall electric pumping stations to combat drought in the 
dietricte (Cu-Chi and Hoc Mon in particular) transformed into deserts by 
bombardments and de oliante. 


"All thie reordering has cost use 50 million dongs (nearly $25 million) and 
15 million work days," adde Mr To Dung. "In addition to these basic prob- 
lems, we ran into a shortage of equipment. We have 130 tractors, of which 
only about 30 are new. Thus, only 30 percent of the land could be plowed 
mechanically. But the main problem remains water. We must continue to 
dig canals and wells and to install pumping stations. Dams should also be 
built across the Saigon River." 


To these problems are sdded what the highest authorities have called 
“political errors." "Since the end of 1976," Mr To Dung explains, “the 
central authority directives have sought to encourage the peasants to set 
themselves up in collectives, but there was never any question of imposing 
collectivization in an authoritarian way." 


However, in each village and each district, officials who were present 
(local or coming from the North) tried to speed up the movement and impose 
collectivization. Result: the peasants left the land and sometimes even 
the country, or indeed they botched up the work. Production and yield 
have felt the effects of this. 


Lack of Competent Staff 


The authorities were counting greatly on the first successful experiments 
to convince the peasants to group together, and the failed experiments 
have had exactly the reverse effect. “These were,” Mr To Dung charges, 
“subordinate officials who did not respect the directives, because of 
inexperience or haste, or indeed because of personal ambition." 


These officials," he revea s, “were punished, and those expelled, we have 
replaced in the field by local staff designated by the peasants themselves 
or by competent officials detached from the central administration." 


Five years later, the positive aspects of agrarian reform are weak in Ho 
Chi Min City. Four state farms, 10 experimental cooperatives and less 

than 600 production groups have been set up. Mr To Dung says further: 

"We lack competent staff, capable at the same time of a good understanding 
of the directives, of applying them well and ensuring sound management. We 
are not giving up collectivization, but we know that time will be needed to 
convince our peasants."

HANOI STH-MONTH SPRING RICE--As of 20 May, Hanoi suburban districts had har- 
vested 1,116 hectares of 5th-month spring rice, achieving 14 percent of

TRANSFORMATION OF GRAIN PROCESSING SECTOR DISCUSSED 
Hanoi LUONG ‘HUC THUC PHAM in VietnameseNo 8, Aug 79 pp 10-12, 26

ransformation and Construction of the Grain Processing 
Sector in Southern Vietnam" ] 


[Text ] Implementing Council of Ministers’ Resolution 

No 90-CP of 4 April 1977, Directive No 387-TTg of 28 July 1978 
from the Premier and Circular No 09 of the Ministry of Food, 
during the past period, under the leadership and guandance 

of the ministry and under the direct [leadership] of the 
provincesand municipal people's committees, the grain services 
in southern Vietnam have carried on the transformation and 


construction of the grain milling and processing sector and 
achieved initial results. 


Implementation includes: transforming and managing the 
privately-operated grain milling installations, handling the 
publicly-managed installations, constructing state milling 

enterprises, organizing joint state-private milling 

enterprises, organizing and managing state milling 
enterprises at the district level, transform‘ng things based 
on collectivization and planning a small-scz e2 milling network 
in the rural areas, guiding these small milling installations 
in satisfactorily supporting the milling of the rice of the 
people in accord with the plans and putting a stop to the 
illegal activities of the rice traders. 


By the first quarter of 1979 the situation and the results of 
the implementation were as follows: 


On transforming and building the grain milling sector: 


Based on official statistics, there are a rather large number 
of grain mills in the southern provinces and, of these, 
5,200, or 54 percent of the total number, are concentrated 
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in the Mekong Delta provinces; these aleo include many large 
mille (that have a capacity of] from 6 tons per shift on up 
and many capitalists participate in the business operations. 
After liberation, nine inces in the Delta 
provinces managed 400 mills. Based on Resolut 90-CP, the 
grain services have been issued decisions by the provincial 
people's committees to handle 65 publicly managed mille. In 
thie ephere that has been handled, a of installations 
have been turned into state-operated enterprises and joint 
state-private enterprises and a number have been expropriated. 
But no decision has yet been made for more than 300 mills, 
most of which are in Hau Giang, An Giang and Kien Giang . 
provinces. 











In Ho Chi Minh City, the Southern Vietnam General Grain 
Corporation has taken over management of almost all of the 
large mille and is now transforming seven installations into 
state ated enterprises and changing two other installations 
into jo state-private enterprises. The municipal grain 
service has handled things and transformed two mille into 
state ated enterprises and is continuing to handle things 
concern two ownerless mills. 





The eastern provinces, former Zone 6 and Dac Lac have issued 
decisions on handling a number of mills in order to transform 
them into state-operated emterprises. Thuan Hai Province has 
agreed to take charge of and has expropriated 46 milling 
installations in addition to the publicly-managed installa- 
tions. However, at present, for many mills that have been 
publicly managed for a time in Thuan Hai, Lam Dong, Song Be, 
Tay Ninh and Nai, no decisions to handle them have been 
made by the provinces. 


Many of the state-operated a enterprises that have been 
established in the provinces mentioned above have gone into 
operation and made clear progress in production. In general, 
as compared with 1977, the volume of production of the 
state-operated mills directly subordinate to the Southern 
Vietnam General Grain Corporation has increased 12 percent 
and, in particular, that of the Long An mill has increased 
40 percent. A few mills have increased the percentage of 
finished products produced by a few percentage points as 
compared with before and this is a result worthy of notice. 
At the district level, a number of state-operated milling 
enterprises have decided that the main direction of 
production is to mill rice for the state but [it is also 
necessary) to mill rice on contract for the people in accord 








with the general plans and procedures in order to make it as 
convenient for the people to mill rice as it was before and, 
at the same time, generate additional work for the enterprise 
workers. 


Joint state-private milling ae ng are in operation and 
the italist owners who engage joint business operations 
with the state have also been assigned 

enterprises. They receive a yearly fixed dividend of 

8 percent over the joint enterprise capital. 


In the southern ———— there aremore than 9,000 email 
mille that must transformed in accord with collectiviza- 
tion. Implementing Directive No 3867 and closely relating 
this to the 222 cooperativ ion movement that is 
potas promoted, the provinces have collectivized more than 
l, omall mille; in this, Nghia Binh alone has transformed 
1,020 mille in the rural areas into collective means of 
production. A number of the small mills in the towne and 
cities of the province that have been mill rice on 
contract for estate for a aone time have reorganized 
to form ne pm ag oy or ative milling team. In 
collectivizing the small mills, many places have estimated 
the value of the machinery based on present we value, 
discussed things with the mill owners, collectivized the 
machinery and made decisions on setting prices and time 
limits for gradually paying the owners of the machinery as 
has been done for other agricultural machinery. In general, 
the procedures for managing the milling in the various places 
are being implemented in a routine manner and are being 
maintained as before: the owners of the technical equipment 
continue to use the equipment and receive a greater number 
of work points than the ordinary laborers at the cooperatives. 




















At places where there are still no icultural cooperatives, 
the grain sector has coordinated th with the district 
and village authorities in zoning areas, calculating the 
needs, adjusting things between the places with an excess 
number of mills and the places that lack mills so that the 
latter have a number of mills and managing production by 
issuing annual rice milling coupons (based on the average 
per capita food milling quotas set by the province) so that 
the people can use them every month. Depending on the 
production situation and — oo income capabilities, some 
places have set the monthly milling quota at 25 kilograms of 
rice per person; many places have set the quota at 2 
kilograms and in areas with little rice, the quota is lower. 
The milling installations will, based on the peasant family 
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name liste and the stipulated monthly rice ete 
recorded on the coupons of each family, do the mill on 
contract and be paid a fee set by the province (generally 
20-25 dong per ton of rice). 


On transforming and building wheat process 
Previously in southern Vietnam, almost all o 
qoesestegs installations were bakeries; th 
the cities and Ho Chi Minh City alone 
bakeries have been publicly for a long time but 
to date, even though there have adequate conditions, no 
decision on handling them have been made in order to 
transform them into state-operated installations. 


Because the monthly distribution of wheat has not been 
regular, the bakeries have been able to use only a fraction 
of nog ee A BEA bakeries have not been able 
to operate. Ho Chi Minh City alone had, by the end of 1976, 
transformed and put into use 141 bakeries, processing 4,000 
tons of flour per month. Bread process is still generally 
dore by letting out the work on contract privately operated 
installations,

Noodle distribution needs are continually gr but few of 
the old noodle processing installations are still in operation. 
In Ho Chi Minh City recently, one noodle processing 
installation with a capacity of 10 tons per was turned 
into a joint state-private enterprise but for 14 other 
installations that must be dealt with in order to transform 
them into state enterprises, files have not been canpleted 
or presented to the provincial people's committee so it can 
issue a decision. Most of the noodle processing installations 
that are in operation were only recently organized. In Ho 

Chi Minh City there are 430 noodle process teams and by 
the end of 1978, 10,000 tons of flour was processed each 
month. The reer rps | capabilities and the number of noodie 
processing allations here are increasing but the main 

form of management organization is still that of a joint team. 














Other provinces are managing a number of small installations 
based on letting out work on contract but the processing of 
noodles has not satisfied the local consumption needs. Many 
provinces are building a number of state-operated noodle 
enterprises with a capicity of 15 tons day in accord 
with the annual capital [ construction} estment plans. 
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On transforming and building subsidiary food crop processing 
inatallations: Many southern provinces are promoting the 
growing of subsidiary food crops but the subsidiary food 

crop processing industry has eon had few large-scale 
installations; most of the subsidiary food crop processing 
(preliminary processing and processing into finished 
products) was done on a family ecale and it was very disperse- 
ed. A numberof provinces have factories for producing manioc 
starch, most of which (113 factories) are located in Tay Ninh, 
but theyare concentrated in the cities and are far from the . 
areas e the raw materiale are produced and many of the 
factories have ceased operations. 





Because the present subsidiary food crop processing 
requirements are very great, the grain services, especially 
those in theprovinces of eastern Nam Bo and former zones 6 and 
5, are setting many courses to transform and build subsidiary 
food crop processing installations; in this, much attention 

is being given to building new installations. A number of 
places, especially Tay Ninh, have guided the mobilization 

of dozens of manioc processing installations and moved them 
to the manioc growing areas, planned raw materials areas for 
each factory, provided help with a number of aspects to build 
factories, supplied fuel and spare parts when possible and 
stipulated purchase prices for raw materials and sales prices 
for products. The grain agencies have been given the 
exclusive right to purchase the finished products (manioc 
flour) and, during the period before production is stabilized, 
they have been given a waiver or reduction of taxes. 


A number of provinces such as Dong Nai, Song Be, Phu Khanh, 
Nghia Binh, Dac Lac and so on have mobilized the subsidiary 
food crop processing installations to urgentiy restore 
production, mobilized the people to contribute to building 
the new installations and, at the same time, built state 
operated installations. To date, the above provinces have 
118 installations to process manioc flour and grind the manioc 
into flour. The Phu Khanh and Nghia Binh grain services are 
mobilizing and organizing thousands of households to process 
subsidiary food crops into flour and waffles and sell the 
products to the state; many districts have enough products 
processed from subsidiary food crops to supply them to 
consumers every month. 


The movement to have people preliminary process manioc 
and potatoes by cutting then into dried slices is at present 
a very important movement in the provinces in Tay Nguyen and 
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former sones 5 and 6. The grain sector has made an effort to 
supply a number of improved processing tools to the people. 
Because the subsidiary food crops processing movement has 
expanded, many provinces have been able to purchase 5,000 

to 6,000 tons of dried manioc slices every year and some 
provinces have purchased up to 10,000 tons. 


Clearly, in the past period, the southern provinces have 
achieved a number of specific resulte in transformation and 
building the grain goebesamne sector. The provinces in the 
Mekong Delta have given attention to handl things concern- 
ing the publicly managed milling installations and the 
provinces in former Zone 5 and Tay Nguyen have given attention 
to collectivigzing the small mills. Ho Chi Minh City and the 
provinces in eastern Nam Bo have oe attention to organizing 
and managing the wheat and subsidiary food crop process 
installations. A number of state-operated mill enterprises 
have come into existence and achieved good results in 
production. At these enterprises and at the joint state- 
private enterprises, the collective ownership rights of the 
workers have been upheld, the obligations and rights of the 
laborers have been determined, initial economic and technical 
quotas have been applied, a movement to emulate in productive 
labor, economize and fulfill the state plans has been 
organized and expanded and so on. Collectivizing the small 
mills, zoning zones of operation, manag oductien, 
supporting the legitimate and rational milling needs of the 
people in a planned and convenient way and limiting the 
illegal activities of the traders have been carried out well 
in a number of places. The wheat and subsidiary food crop 
processing installations are expanding and, along with incr eas- 
ing the state enterprise processing capabilities, they are 
manifesting a effect in supporting production and the 
standard of liv ; 








However, great results have not been achieved and the 
transformation and construction of the grain milling and 
processing sector in the provinces has not made even pr ess. 
Many provinces are not actively handling matters concerning 
the publicly managed installations or organiz state-operat-~- 
ed milling enterprises, especially at the district level. 
Mobilizing, reorganizing, planning and building milling 
installations in the rural areas and closely relating the 
transformation and management of the small mills in the 
hamlets and villages to the agricultural cooperativization 
movement with the aim of virtually solving [the problems |] 
concerning production relationships and economic management 
are, in reality, being done too slowly. Many places are still 











confused about the price of the pri vately-owned mille when 
putting them under collective management. It should be noted 
that the guidance of a number of services in transforming 
the grain processing installations is not really concentrated 
or strong. Based on the requirements, not mo full-time 
cadres have been loyed to handle this work at the district 
grain services and eaus and thie is one of the things that 
has slowed and limited the results of the transformation and 
construction of the grain milling and processing sector in 
southern Vietnam, 





The revolution concerning prouuction relationships pees a 
great role in carrying out the tasks in the 1976-1 

heed wy A plan. Based on the spirit of the resolution of the 
Fourth Party Congress, the southern provinces must carry on 
socialist transformation in an active and steady manner in 
order to virtually complete, dur the period of the fivevyear 
plan, the cooperativization of agr ture, the transformation 
of private industry and commerce and the reorganization of the 
manual workers and emall traders. A very tant point 
is that carrying on socialist transformation must be 
coordinated with socialist construction. The reorganization 

of production connects the transformation of the production 
relationships with the expansion of the production forces. 

It must be carried on hand in hand with oving management 
and building a new economic management system. 









As for the transformation and construction of the grain 
milling and process sector, it has been stipulated that 
this must be completed in 1979. As for the food sector, this 
is a major task that the grain services and bureaus in 
southern Vietnam must strive to complete really well and on 
schedule. The requirement is to reor ize production, make 
use of the exist oduction capabilities, — 2 the 
expansion of production, closely connect the grain processing 
system to agricultural production, especially at the district 
level in accord with theplans, support the requirements in the 
state plans and support the needs of the people.

Immediately, attention must be given to several main tasks 
in organiz and implementing things: 


Efforts must be concentrated on guiding the making and

and processing installations (those owned 7 talists). In 
cases in which they cannot be nationalized accord with 

Resolution 90-CP, establishing joint state-private enterprises 

or organizing them into cooperative enterprises must be 

considered and carried out. 


The business operations of the collective mills and of the 
private installations must be registered so that the district 
people's committees can issue operating permits based on having 
a balance between the milling needs of the people and the 
production capabilities of the milling installations in the 
localities, having enough to support the people and milling 

a portion of the rice on contract for the state. There must be 
a rearrangement of the mills between the places that have 
many mills and those that lack mills, especially the mills 

in the cities and tow.s, and attention must be given to 
providing building materials, in accord with the existing 
capabilities, to the installations that must move, 


Milling enterprises and subsidiary food crop processing 
installations must soon be organized at the district level. 
Production and business enterprise management must be 
strengthened for the state-operated and joing state-private 
subsidiary food crop and wheat milling and processing 
installations and sector-based management must be carried on 
for the network of small mills in the hamlets and villages 

and for the installations that process wheat flour on contract. 
The expansion of the state-operated subsidiary food crop 
processing enterprise network must be coordinated with the

8 Recently, the General t of New Lands and New Economic 
nes (the Ministry of Agriculture) held a conference to review the 
implementation of the plans for the past 4 years (1976-1979) ard discuss 
the plan for 1980. 


Following the liberation of the South and the reunification of the fatherland, 
the opening of new lands and the building of new economic zones were expanded 
to the entire country in keeping with the spirit of the resolution of the 4th 
Party Congress. During the past 4 years, the entire country cleared 527,649 
hectares of land and put 436,480 hectares (82 percent of the land cleared) 

into production, with 183,645 hectares (34.8 percent of the land cleared) being 
used to construct complete rice paddies, Some 1,170,580 persons have moved 
from the densely populated provinces and municipalities to the new economic 
zones; they include 619,142 laborers and have established 150 state farms, 


primarily in the Central Highlands and Nam Bo, 280 cooperatives and 365 
production units and production collectives. 


The labor force mentioned above has helped to complete and expand a number 
of farming areas specializing in the cultivation of tea and fruit trees in 
the North and begun to establish a number of areas specializing in the 
cultivation of rice, subsidiary food crops, perennial industrial crops 
(coffee, rubber, tea and mlberries), fruit crops (pineapples) and special 
product crops (peppers) in the South. These compatriots and state farms 
have overcome numerous difficulties and produced a quantity of grain, thereby 
helping to strengthen the national defense system in important areas... 


However, the campaign is still weak in a number of areas: the quality of work 
is not good, fields have not been constructed on the majority of the land that 
has been cleared and, at some places, newly cleared lami has become wilderness 
again. Nearly 600,000 hectares of land have been cleared, but the amount of 
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area put under the grain, industrial crops (rubber, coffee, 
tea, etc.) has not learing plans lack an acourate basis, 
are not directed toward the primary targets, are still decentralized, as 

& result of which there are no clear investment guidelines, and so forth. 
Production unite are still weak, the 
their production has not been put under rules and regulations and many 

places are still using rudimentary farming practices. Labor productivity 

is low; on the average, one laborer has only clearly 1.146 hectares of land, 
completed 0.4 hectare of fields and put 0.97 hectare of fields into production 
in 3 years. Crop yields are intals for transplanted rice, 
6.7 quintals for upland rice and hectare for corn).

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Ae regards the guidelines for the coming period, the conference 
confirmed the need to continue to raise the clearing of land and the building 
of new economic zones to a higher level of development, but one marked by 
improved quality. In 1980, it is necessary to take positive steps to 
strengthen the installations that have been constructed, strengthen them in 
eight specific ways (the cadre organization, technical planning and designs, 
the improvement of fields, overcoming difficulties and problems in everyday 
life, etc.), The land clearing norm for 1980 is 120,000 hectares, primarily 
for the construction of a number of state farms producing rice in the Mekong 
River Delta and raising rubber and coffee in eastern Nam Bo and the Central 
Highlands; some 51,000 laborers will be moved to new economic zonms.

SRV CONFERENCE DISCUSSES RESEARCH ON FOOD CROPS 
0W301631 Hanoi VNA in English 1527 GMT 30 May 80 


[Text] Hanoi, VNA, 30 May~-Resulte of many scientific researches on agri- 
cultural production have been presented at a conference held recently at 
the Institute for Research on Rice and Other Food Plants in Hai Hung Pro- 
vince, about 60 kms east of Hanoi. 


The conference was attended by many professors, assistant professors and 
scientific workers from various institutes, colleges and establishments for 
agricultural research and production. 


Speaking at the conference, Vu Tuyen Hoang, doctor of agronomy and director 
of the institute, said: "Since last year, the institute, has conducted 

65 experiments on scientific research on rice, maize, potatoes, vegetables 
and aesorted varieties of beans and peas. It has endeavoured to import new 
rice strains and test-produce them in several regions of diffierent bionomic 
conditions, and then selected good varieties for production. The institute 
has created a new shortterm rice strain--the NN75-6--hybridized from the 
imported rice varieties IR24 and IR-1112-96 of the International Rice Re- 
search Institute (IRRI), which has a high yield, good quality and resists 
pests and diseases well. The new rice strain hes been recognized by the 
scientific council under the Ministry of Agriculture as oneof the high-yield 
rice varieties for wide use in the country. Earlier this year, the rice 
strain NN75-6 was exported to Iraq." 


Dr Hoang said that the institute had also created a new maize variety named 
MSB524, hybridized from Vietnamese and Mexican strains. As a result, the 

new maize strain has high productivity and good quality. The institute 

has studied a wide range of potatoes imported from the German Democratic 
Republic which can be widely planted in Vietnam with high economic efficiency. 


"Together with other institutes and production establishments," Dr Hoang went 
on, "the institute has obcained initial results in studying agricultural 
mechanization such as plowing, transplanting and harvesting while paying due 
attention to research on fertilizers for rice and other food plants."

SRV RESEARCH CENTER DEVELOPS NEW MAIZE STRAIN

[Text] Hanoi, 31 May VNA)--Raieing two ears of corn, one more than 30 centi- 
metres long with regular rows of robust seeds and 

shorter and has pale yellow seeds, Nguyen Huu Than, deputy~manager 
Le Thanh Agricultural Cooperative, told us about a new maize strain pro- 
duced by the Song Boi Maize Research Centre and mass grown by his co-op. 


Taking us to a maize field of the co-op, Nguyen Huu Than spoke of the quali- 
ties of the new breed: bigger stem, more ears and firm seeds; resistant 

to drought. In particular, ite etems and leaves remain green up to harvest 
time, thus can be used as cattle fodder. 


The new maize strain, codenamed M.5.8.524, is obtained by the crossing of a 
Mexican strain with a Vietnamese breed. It gave on the experimental field 
icvom 6 to 7 tonnes of grain per hectare compared to one or one point two 
tonnes per hectare for the local breed. Output in this harvest is expected 
to average 3 tonnes per hectare. The M.S.B.524 is being grown also on vast 
areas in the provinces of Thanh Hoa, Hai Hung, Lai Chau and Ha Tuyen and the 
central Vietnam highlands. 


Thies is the third success in maize crossing at the Song Boi Maize Research 
Centre since its establishment just ten vears ago. It had crossed the Hun- 
garian strain 660 with selected Vietnamese strains to give the new strain 
2A and 2B [as received] with an average output of 2.45 tonnes per hectare. 


Besides these three new strains the centre has also created 200 maize stocks 
with 4,500 varieties. It is test growing on the fields of Ha Son Binh, Ha 
Nam Ninh and Ha Bac provinces another new strain which has yielded from 2.5 
to 2.7 tonnes of corn per hectare compared with the average 800 or 900 kilo- 
grams of the traditional strain. 
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From a emall experimental farm, Song Boi has now become a research centre 
equipped with modern machinery supplied by the Soviet Union and the other 
socialist countries. Nearly 100 agronomists and intermediate agricultural 
workers have been trained at the centre whose job it is to cross and multi- 
ply new and high-yield maize strains suitable to different climatic condi- 
tions in the country to replace degenerating species. 


On ite 10th founding anniversary, the Song Boi Centre was conferred a 
third-clase labour order by the government. 
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
